SAVANNAH, Oct. 3.—“God be with 
you till we meet again” was the last 
sentence of a resolution bearing the 
signature of every white prisoner in 
the Chatham County jail presented 
to Dr. W. J. McNaughton expressing 
Tegret at his departure for Milledge- 
ville to serve a life sentence at the 
State Prison Farm for the murder of 
Fred Flanders in Emanuel County

lief in the innocence of McNaughton 
and express an opinion that the next 
Governor will set him free. 

Dr. McNaughton was taken to Mil- 
ledgeville to-day. Guard B. W. Over- 
by came for the prisoner, and Dr. 

Wilder, hie pastor, accom- 
panied him. They left on the 7:40 
e’clock train this morning. 

“I certainly hate to leave the Chat- 
ham jail,” said Dr. McNaughton. “I

Jurist, padviaaien Students, Says 
Many an Innocent Man Is 
Tricked Into Conviction. 


Scouting the idea that “all lawyers 
are liars” and declaring it 
} that a member of the bar is half as 
dishonest as his client,.Judge Arthur 
G. Powell, late of the Court of Ap- 
peals, made a plea at the opening of 
the Atlanta Law School for a higher | 
Standard of ethics in the legal pro 
fession 

Nearly a hundred young men just 
entering the law school, as well as a 
large number of last year’s graduates, 
heard Judge Powell, who was Intro- 
duced as the only man who has been 
given an honorary degree by the At- 
lanta Law School. Dean Hamilton 
presided at the exercises. 

Judge Powell outlined the maxims 
which might be adopted with profit 
by young lawyers. 

“Preserve your ideals and retain 
your self-respect,” he said. “If you're 
out for making money then stay out 
of the lega! profession; have the con- 
viction always that you are in the 
right; when you get into a case which 
you find is not meritorious get out of 
it as quickly as possible; and no 
matter how attractive a woman may 
be, dont let her inveigie you into 
taking a case which is unworthy of 
the profession. 

“I have seen a man’s honest testi- 
mony completely turned around by 
the questions fired at him by an at- 
torney,” continued Judge Powell, “and 
by the tricks of unscrupulous law- 
yers evidence has time and again
